duced them to lay out ſo large a Capital, in building Feu | 
and making Settlements in Africa. 

This Company, thus left deſtitute of every Privilege and 
Encouragement, upon which they had been induced te 
ſink an immenſe Property in Africa, by the Erection ol 
Forts, Caſtles, and Factories; and thereby brought under the
